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‘Baseball Players Strike

NEW YORK — Major league 
baseball players went on strike 
Tuesday when a last-ditch effort 
failed to resolve a contract dispute 
over the game's salary structure. 

. “We are on strike,” said Gene 

Orza, ἃ lawyer for the Major 

League Players Union. “That's 

based on an assessment of where 

we are now, and an assumption 
that it won't change between now 
and 7 corel as strike does not 
begin uni irst game tonight.” 

Orza said the players’ ca 
would formally begin with the full 
schedule of 13 games, the first of 
which was to start at 7:35 P.M. 
Eastern Standard Time. 

The strike announcement fol- 
lowed a meeting between the two 
sides, called by Commissioner Pe- 
ter Ueberroth in an 11th-hour at- 
tempt to avert baseball's second 
midseason strike in four years. 

In office for 10 months. Ueber- 
roth had pleaded with the players 
and owners by saying, ¢ fans 
deserve the last ounce of everyone's 
energy to resolve the current im- 
passe.” 

Tuesday's meeting was at first

Arbitration 
started in 1974, and the owners say 
its has helped salaries snowball to 
this season's average of $363.000 
per player. The owners want to 
locrease from two years to three the 
amount of lime before a player can 
file for arbitration. and they want 
to restrict an arbitrator's award to 
no more than double a player's 
current salary. The players want πὸ 
changes. 

Another major issue involves 
bow much money the owners will 
contribute to the players’ pension 
fund, but union chief Donald Fehr 
said the chasm between the sides 
was “not centrally money.” 

“It_ appears to be a rerun of 
1981.” Fehr said. “I'm not talking 
about a 50-day strike. What 1 mean 
is it is now apparent that this is not 
now and never has been about 
money. 

“This is about putting the Play. 
ers in their place. This is about 
denying to the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the players... any oppor- 
tunity to either be a free agent and 
have a market value set for their 
services, or to be in a circumstance 
in which a third, neutral party sets 
a fair salary.” 

Lee MacPhail, the owners’ chief 
bargainer. took issue with Fehr's 
remarks. Said he; “That's an incor- 
rect statement — ‘putting the play- 
ers in their place." This is πὸ stab at 
the players. The players are being 
well compensated.” 

‘The players set the Aug. 6 strike 


deadline on July 15, the day before 
Uhe 56th annual All-Star Game. At 
the time, there was widespread op- 
uimism that a setlement would be 
reached in time to head off a walk- 
out. But positions hardened and 
rhetoric grew louder. On Monday, 
with those three weeks reduced to 
one day, no formal negouations 
were held. 

Fehr did get together with Mac- 
Phail on Monday ing, to de- 
tail a plan ted y. Fehr 
offered to take less than a one-third 
share of network television revenue 
—which would amount to $60 mil- 
lion anoually for six years — and 
instead about $40 million 
each year for the pension fund. The 
resulting difference. about $125 
million from a total TV package of 
$1.1 billion, would be redirected to 
the teams that most need it. 

The plavers made the proposal, 
however, provided the owners 
agreed not to change salary arbitra- 
tion rules. 

MacPhail called Fehbr's proposal 
“alarmingly destructive.” Coun- 
tered Fehr: “In this situation,

By late Monday, it was clear that 
only ἃ dramatic change of position 
could keep the players on the field. 

“There's a strike,” Fehr said as 
Monday night's final games wound 
down. “The strike is on as of the 
end of games tonight... 

“Asa technical matter, the strike 
does not begin until the starting 
time of games Tuesday. As a practi- 
cal matter, if we don't have an 
agreement, we've told the players 
that they should just be wherever 
they want to be and do whatever 
they want to do. This is the way it 
has to be.” 

MacPhail conceded that another 
meeting was unlikely to deter a 
walkout. “I can’t say that I'm opti- 
mistic at this point,” he said.
